Culture 


Peonies  and  Irises  are  not  particular  as  to  soil 
but  if  inclined  to  be  acid,  a light  dressing  of 
lime  is  very  desirable.  None  but'old,  entirely 
decomposed  manure  should  ever  be  permitted 
to  come  into  contact  with  the  root;  use  bone 
meal  in  the  fall  and  sheep  manure  in  the 
spring  and  be  safe.  A well  drained  situation 
is  essential  and  while  they  do  well  in  partial 
shade,  we  prefer  a location  open  to  full  sun 
light,  away  from  trees,  hedges  and  large  shrubs 
the  shade  and  roots  from  which  will  handicap 
best  results. 

Peonies  should  be  planted  three  feet  or  more 
apart  and  the  root  so  set  so  as  to  have  the  top 
eye  not  over  three  inches  deep  in  heavy  soil 
or  four  inches  in  light  soil.  Deeper  planting 
will  cause  shy  blooming. 

We  recommend  planting  in  September  and 
October,  though  planting  may  be  done  up  to 
the  time  the  ground  freezes.  We  do  not  con- 
sider it  to  the  best  interests  of  our  customers 
and  therefore  ourselves,  to  plant  peonies  in  the 
spring.  Hence  we  store  no  roots  for  spring 
shipment. 

After  planting  and  the  ground  has  frozen,  a 
mulch  or  covering  is  quite  desirable — not  for 
protection  against  cold  as  they  are  perfectly 
hardy — but  to  prevent  the  frost  heaving  the 
roots  out  of  the  ground  in  the  spring.  We  find 
leaves  readily  obtainable  and  admirably  suited 
for  this  purpose  though  corn  stalks  or  straw 
does  equally  well. 

Iris  should  be  planted  shallow,  just  covering 
the  root  or  rhizome,  and  we  do  not  consider 
it  advisable  to  interplant  with  other  plants. 

Keep  the  plants  cultivated  and  water  is 
desirable  when  buds  are  forming. 

Do  not  use  fresh  manure. 

Do  not  plant  in  a wet  location.
